8.0. 387(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary 
I 0 appoint a Commission of Inquiry lor the purpose of making an inquiry into 
a definite matter of public importance, to wit, the communal disturbances that 

occurred in the area falling within the jurisdiction of the Sadar Bazar Poilce 

Station, Delhi, on the .“ith day of May, 1974. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (00 of 1952), the Central CJovernment hereby appoints 
Shri R. Prasad, formerly Secretary to the Government of India, as one-man Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry. 

(1) The terms of reference of the Commission shall be as foUows;- - 

fa) to inquire into the causes and course of the disturbances which took 

place In the area falling within the jurisdiction of the Sadar Bazar 

Police Station, Delhi, and the area.s adjoining it, on 5th May. 1974; 

(b) to inquire into the adequacy of the administrative measures taken to 

prevent and to deal with the said disturbances; 

(c) to recommend measures which may be adopted to prevent the recurrence 

of such disturbances in the special conditions of the Sadar Bat^ar 
locality; and 

(d) to consider such other niatters as may be found relevant in the course 

of the inquiry. 
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(li) The Commission will be expected to complete Its inquiry and submit Its 
linal report to the Central Government within four months from the date of this 
notiftcanon 


2. And, whereas the Central Government is ot opimon having regard to the 
nature of the inquiry to be made by the Commission and other circumstances ot 
the case, that ail the provisions of sub-section 12), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) 
.nnd sub-soction of section 5 ol the Commissions of Inquiry Act 1952 (60 of 
1952) should be made applicable to the Commission, the Central Government 
hereby directs, in exercise oi the powers conferred by sub-section (1), of the said 
section 5, that all the provisions ol sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) 
and sub-section (5) of that section shall apply to the Commission.
